and inasmuch as some part of the State 
may, from unexpected incursion, re­ 
quire the aid of military force, sooner 
titan the same could be afforded by a 
special order, the Commander in Chief 
hereby orders, tnat in the event of such 
incu rsion, or of imminent danger there­ 
of, the Major-General, and also the re­ 
spective Brigadier«Generals, within the 
limits of whose brigades such incursion 
may be made, or the danger thereof may 
exist, forthwith to order and call into ac­ 
tual service all or such part of the mili­ 
tary force under their command respec­ 
tively as may be sufficient to repel such 
invasion, and ensure to the citizens pro­ 
tection and security. 


And whereas this State’s quota of the 
militia, required to be detached by the

The Commander in Chief cannot per­ 
mit this occasion to pass, without press- 
ng u pon the solemn consideration of all 
the citizens the calamitous condition of 
our country, exhorting them to regard 
with a just sense the dangers and disas­ 
ters to >vnith they are exposed, and to 
display that unanimity, resolution and 
patriotic zeal, demanded by a crisis so 
even (ful—to observe a due obedience 
to the laws, preserve good order, pro­ 
mote internal peace and concord, dis­ 
courage and suppress all Riots and T u ­ 
mults, and endure.as becomes good ci­ 
tizens the severe privations incident to 
a state of W ar. And he assures them 
of his prompt and .cordial exertions in 
the execution of fyery just measure, 
for the protection «{Ltheir Rights, the 
Security of their Liberty and Independ­ 
ence, and for the Support of the Consti­ 
tution.

Folly intending, 
at that time, after the co»Minunicati(|n 
was opened, to re-cross the rivfr, and 
pursue the object at Amher'iiburg, and 
strongly desirous of coniinuiuR protec­ 
tion to a very laVge number of ihe inhab­ 
itants of Upper Canada, who h~d voluti- 
tarily accepted it under my proclama­ 
tion,! established a fortress on the banks 
of the riv«r, a little below Detroit, cal­ 
culated for a garrison of 300 men. ^ On 
the evening of the 7tb, and morning of 
the 8th inst. the army, ext epting tin 
garrison of 250 infantiT, and a corps oi' 
artillerists, all under the cominand of 
Major Denny nf thdP Ohio vblunteers, 
rccrossed the river, and encamped at 
Detroit. In pursu%qce of th% object of 
opening the comuwnication, on whiciv 
I considered the <lA|stencc of the army 
depending,a detacnment of six hundred 
men, unÑder the qommand of Lieut.

Cols. !VI'Arthur and Cass to select from 
their regirpcnt four hundred of their 
most cfiecti"ve men, and pt*oceed on an 
upper route through rhc woods, which I 
iiad sent an èxprc&s to Capt* Brush to 
take, and had directed the militia of the 
river Raisin^to accò|tipany him as a re- 
mfoixement.
